Papers and discussions 
by the 250 delegates representing the 
misgions of nearly every evangelical 
denomination of the Christian faith 
covered nearly every phase of Chris- 
tianity and its problems, he stated. 

One of the striking features of the 
discussions, according to Bishop Beau- 
champ, was the frankness with which 
they were conducted. “Anyone,” he 
said, “who had anythmg to say upon 
almost any subject was allowed to say 
it without interference from those who 
were conducting the meetings.” 

He explained that while this frank- 
ness of discussion led to criticisms 
of United States immigration laws 
by the Japanese, of the paternalism 
of the British government by the dele- 
gates from Indian and to discussion 
of delicate international questions no 
resentment was aroused.
